in the summer it was hoped that 
it could open for the beginning 
of classes. 

“We've had trouble with the 
city in getting a permit to ope- 
rate,” said Eric Adams, chief 
administrator of the union, “‘be- 
cause of different buiding speci- 
fications.” 

“They want us to change a 
few minor specifications here 
and there and we've complied 
with most of them but some are 
so very minor,”’ he said. 


“The building was allowed to 
operate under its former ma- 
nagement without any of these 
hassles,” he added. “It should 
be open next week when we 
get our permit.” 


The union, situated on the 
southwest corner of Crescent 
and deMaisonneuve, was pur- 
chased at the end of last year 
for over $100,000. 


It was bought by the Students 
Association who have been col- 
lecting a five dollar fee from 


day students for the last four 
years for that purpose. 

Wener said the SA had spent 
$27,000: to furnish and renovate 
the building in the hope that it 
would be far more attractive 
than other student recreation 
areas like the sixth floor loun- 
ge. 

The figure of $27.000 would ha- 
ve been higher had not a num- 
ber of companies contributed 
time and materials to the union 
free of charge.

Who could have predicted that 
Robert Kennedy would be as- 
sassinated, that Martin Luther 
King would die the same way 
and that General De Gaulle 
would surprise the world with 
his resignation? Only that well 
known star gazer, John Mano- 
lesco. Who could have written 
a book about himself so mo-

The ESA grant system is an example of how 
a good idea, implemented well by a_ working 
association, can still come to nothing. 

The grant system was largely the brainchild 
of one Wayne 8S. Gray (and that an example of 
the good he can do if the want to). Under the 
system the ESA has set aside $5000 to be used 
as grants to pay the tuition of needy evening stu- 
dents. 

Financial aid from the government is non- 
existant for evening students, and there are only 
a few others grants that can be applied for in 
the university for those might students who very 
often have to take their education in small doses 
in the evening because they simply can’t afford 
to in the day. 

So now the ESA has provided money for those 
needy evening students. It’s easily available to 
‘anyone with a valid case for aid.

What are the real implications? 


The drastic financial cutbacks 
announced this week by McGill’s 
principal, Dr. Robert Bell, are 
likely to have profound effects 
on the functioning of McGill as 
a university and the internatio- 
nal image of the _ instituition. 
All segments of the university 
community will be effected by 
the cutbacks. 

It can be anticipated that 
there will be some reaction to 
the cancellation or suspension 
of the Intercollegiate sports 
programme by elements of the 
university that in recent years 
have reacted very conservative- 
ly to campus problems. 

However, the implications for 
radical elements of the univer- 
sity community must be con- 
sidered” too. Even moderate 
changes in university structure 
requires financial support. 

To improve the ratio of stu- 
dent to teacher in the courses 
will require much more finan- 
ces than are readily available 
now. Better libraries require 
money. New courses require 
money. Multi - environment 


rations which academic refor- 
mers have heard for the last 
few years. Universal accessibi- 
lity to higher education cannot 
be translated into a reality by 
a university without the facili- 
ties to contain a large number 
of students while according 
them a total education. 

The open, multi-versity can- 
not exist when financial cut- 
backs necessitate the mainte- 
nance of the status quo or even 
the retrogression of the univer- 
sity. 

All in all, the overture com- 
posed by Messrs. Bell, Shaw, 
Frost and Oliver at Tuesday’s 
press conference spell an inte- 
resting year for McGill and, by 
analogy, for many other insti- 
tuitions of higher learning. 

It should be interesting to 
watch the reaction of the con- 
servative section of the univer- 
sity to cuts in their cherished 
activities. And it should be ve- 
ry interesting to watch whether 
the new radicals are perfectly 
willing to sacrifice the univer- 
sity rather then try to change

Sexual Politics 
by Kate Millett 
Doubleday, 395pp., 


There is no women’s problem, 
only a man problem. This is the 
argument of Kate Millet’s Sexual 
Politics, a scholarly background 
text for the new feminismwritten 
with sharp wit and gusto. It is an 
impressively informed and con- 
trolled polemic against the pa- 
triarchal order, launched in dead 
seriousness and high spirits, the 
expression of a young radical 
sensibility, nurtured by intellec- 
tual and_ social developments 
that could barely be glimpsed 
even twenty years ago, when 
Simone de Beauvoir published 
her comprehensive study of the 
female being. 





Within a somewhat unweildy 
structure, Sexual Politics is a 
persuasive synthesis of the in- 
teracting elements, — historical 
and socio cultural with special 
emphasis on literature, that have 
kept the uniquely hardly old 
party we know as patriarchy so 
long in office. 

Picking up on John Stuart 
Mill, who saw in the control of 
the female by the male the por- 
trayal form of organized power, 
Millett develops her sexual theo- 
ry of politics in a single long 
chapter, admirable for its lucid 
compression of complexities. 


The concept seems perfectly ap- 
posite; inasmuch as patriarchy 
is a form of government, and, 
like any other, uses every means 
at its disposal to assert its hege- 
mony. 


The ancient tenet that sex 
difference is of physical origin 
is central to patriarchy’s hold, 
from it following the distinctions 
of temperament, role, and status 
book without prejudice, and it 


won't be easy, they will under- 
stand she is offering deliverance 
for them no less than for women.

‘People continue to rave about 
Jesse Winchester; ‘“‘ah, the pro- 
tege of The Band.” and so on 
and so forth. 


The arrangements on this lat- 
est album are almost faultless, 
tasteful, stark, rich and natu- 
rally polished... just like The 
Band. In the front light though, 
is Jesse Winchester, who 
doesn’t deserve the _ limelight. 


The Band’s impact has always 
come not just from their music 
but from the powerful mystique 
they exerted through it. Win- 
chester writes in the same i- 
diom as The Band, but he cer- 
tainly has no mystique. He has 
neither the . styleized, implied 
wisdom of Robbie Robertson nor 
the intense personal maghetism 
of Dylan. 


In this album, Winchester 
aims at simplicity, and’ proves 
how terribly difficult it is to 
handle. When his lyrics work, 
which they do at times, the sim- 
plicity goes unnoticed; it seems 
to come naturally, without 
strain. But it is actually on 
a hairline border between the 
clumsiness of prose speech and 
the artificiality of composed 
poetry. Winchester keeps falling 
off the tightrope on one side 
or the other, particularly on 
one cut titles “Biloxi,” the site 
for a series of poetic images 
as delicate as lead pipes, set 
to an appropriately plodding me- 
lody. Winchester underlines the 
song's faults with an impersonal, 
half-swallowed kind of voice and 
unimaginative phrasing. 


It is an eratic album, and

~Georgians Bomb Bungling Braves

Brian Hayes’ football 
Georgians hosted the Se- 
neca College Braves in an 
exhibition tilt for the sea- 
son opener at Verdun sta- 
dium on saturday after- 
noon and it was shades 
of the Georgians past all 
over again with one nota- 
ble exception. The under- 
dogs were wearing Red 
and White instead of the 
traditional garnet and 
gold in a game that saw 
our Georgians come on 
strong for 38 points in 
the half and finish it off 
with 53 points on the 
scoreboard and two ma- 
jors called back. 


Bob Bindon started it all off 
with a 60 yard runback off the 
opening kick. On the next play, 
rookie Mike Hayes was knocked 
out as Bindon charged around 
the end for twenty five yards 
and a first down. After a five 
yard offside call against the 
Georgians and then a 10 yard 
facemask infraction it was first 
and twenty five for the Geor- 
gians on the Seneca 46 yard 
line. 

Enter Pierre Lefebvre calling 
three colours, his girl friend’s 
phone number and the brand 
name on the center’s jock strap 
and it was a 46 yard pass and 
run play to Bindon for the first 
of his three majors. 

So the score is 6-zip and out 
comes this rookie guard, who's 
past experience includes playing 
fullback for St. Thomas and a 
half a season’s kicking duties 
for the west island high school 
and who’s biggest claim to fame 
at this point is that he is Larry 
Titley’s best friend. But don’t 
get excited because Bindon is 
holding for him so everybody 
thinks that its a fake and that 
Bindon is going to charge over 
for the convert. 

The ball is snapped... Bin- 
don’s taking a long time to 
move...he’s not going to move- 
he’s holding it... and whammo - 
a line drive right to center field 
which passes solidly through the 
uprights on it’s way to paydirt. 
The crowd in the pressbox is 
amazed. Who’s number 61? La 
Marsh. LaMarsh who? ‘Tom. No 
Paul. And so Pierre LaMarsh’s 
soccer experience in France 
really is paying dividends for 
the Georgians. 

It looked like it might be an 
almost even contest when Sin- 
clair, fullback for the Seneca 
Braves’ runs back a 52 yard 
Georgian kickoff thirty tour 
yards, but two plays later Ron 
Pentecost ran back the punt 11 
yards to start another Georgian 
drive. Despite a 13 yard drive 
by Dyce and another four by 
Bindon, the Georgians were for- 
ced into a punting situation, and it 
looked like this one was stopped, 
that is until “‘Goldie” recovered 
a twenty: yard Georgian punt. 





That coupled with a rough play 
call against the Braves saw the 
Georgians thirteen yards from 
paydirt. 

The score was soon fourteen 
to. nothing after Bindon charged 
around the end for an eight yard 
gain and Dyce went off tackle 
for another three yards and then 
Bindon ploughed through for num- 
ber two of three. 

After LaMarsh converted that, 
Seneca ran back the Georgian 
punt for twenty one yards. Brent 
Terry picked off Seneca’s first 
pass to quell their drive at the 
line of scrimmage and another 
rough play call against the Bra- 
ves put the Garnet and Gold on 
the opponent's thirty five. 

Lefebvre unleashes his arm 
and Bindon picks off a_ thirty 
yard pass while surrounded by 
Brave defensive halfs and runs 
over for the count. Of Course 
LaMarsh converted. 

Three plays later Ron Pente- 
cost runs the Seneca punt back 
eighty three yards but the play 
is whistled down due to a clip- 
ping call at the fifty. Pierre Le- 
febvre winds up and lets one go 
to Dyce. No Good. Bindon char- 
ges around the end for thirty 
seven yards and ends up ten yards 
back for holding. 

The referees are finally get- 
ting on the ball. Lefebvre final- 
ly got nailed for delaying the 
game. That series, believe it or 
not ended up on the thirty seven 
yard line with a third and five 
situation for the Georgians. So 
what else, lets try a thrity seven 
yard field goal against the wind. 
Enter LaMarsh, the snap, two 
steps, pow, and holy pigskin Bat- 
man the score is 24-0. The crowd 
went wild. 

Seneca managed their first 
down of the day on a twenty 
seven yard reverse to Sinclair 
before the Georgians got the ball 
again. 

Later on in the half Pierre 
Lefebvre let loose a thirty seven 
yarder to Ron Goldenberg and 
followed up with a 24 yard toss 
to Tom Dyce for the major.

to take on 14 karat proportions. 

The defense recovers a loose 
snap on a play which cost Sene- 
ca thirty five yards and the ball 
and Dyce piled over on the next 
play for the final tally of the 
half to leave the score 38-0. 
The gun sounded as Gary Woods 
got credit for an interception at 
mid field. 


It looked like a rerun of the 
first period as the Georgian 
halfback Bob Bindon ran for 94 
yards the first time that the 


Georgians saw the ball in the se- 
cond half. But mistakes began to 
be costly and Bindon’s efforts 
were flagged down again for an 
offside at the line of scrimmage. 


From their on in the action 
took a definite turn for the worse 
as the defense allowed Seneca 
almost nothing but the offense 
slowed down and made some ca- 
sual errors like offsides. During 
that stretch the Georgians capi- 
talized on a pass and run play 


from Grogan to Goldenberg off 


a seventy five yard drive and 
the defense added a two point 
safety from a Seneca flip-out 
that was fumbled. 

Dyce finally broke up the mono- 
tony with a twenty four yard 
carry which brought his average 
to just above 10.5 yards a carry 
with 11 carries totalling 117 
yards. 

Bindon got thrown out of the 
game just before Lefebvre 
crawled over for a major count 
on a quarterback sneak. LaMarsh 
spoiled his record by missing 
the last convert. ““‘Bobby wasn’t 
holding for me and we ended up 
kicking from only four yards 
back instead of seven and it got 
blocked”’ he explained. 

‘“‘We have a lot of work to do 
yet” offered Charlie Bailey later 
on in the dressing room. “When 
you start off building a football 
team you work on the basics and 
leave the polish like downfield 
blocking till later’ Brent Trem- 
blay also commented on the nu- 
merous. clipping calls. “Its 
something that will always hap- 
pen against a slower team. A 
quicker more experienced team 
won’t stand around to get taken 
out, they will be moving and that 
in itself will cut out the clipping 
calls’’. 

All in all the coaches were 
pretty happy about the days ef- 
forts and accomplishments and 
are looking forward to next fri- 
day nights game against the Bi- 
shop’s University Gaiters. The 
game is. scheduled for eight 
o’clock at Verdun Stadium.
